SEEING THE PRINCE 

Vulcan Boy at Calgary Reception. 

Calgary, Friday P.M., August J2th 

Started down to Victoria Park to 
get my first free seat in the grand¬ 
stand and help the Prince to welcome 
Baldwin and party. Arrived there 
about an hour ahead of time, but 
there were thousands there ahead of 
me, and had to go nearly to top of 
grand stand. 

Finally a flock of fine cars swung 
around the race track, bringing the 
Baldwins, two of King George's sons, 
a few mayors, etc. They all took 
seats on the platform. 

Baldwin was introduced and made 
a good plain speech of some twenty- 
five minutes, mainly about agriculture 
pioneers, live stock and spuds. 

Mrs. Baldwin had her sgy, ana the 
Prince sprung his joke. 

The Prince had on a grey suit, the" 
coat of which was either too tight or 
buttoned wrong, for it did not fit 
smoothly in front. He can oress 
neater than anyone, no doubt, out he 
isn’t crazy about being that way all 
the time. A blue shirt, and black 
bow tie (which he felt to see it it 
was still in front), grey socks, black 
exfords, a new stiff straw hat which 
did not want to' stay on his iap; no 
cane, no gloves, no raincoat, no flow¬ 
ers on his coat, no eyeglasses—noth¬ 
ing but the absolute essentials and 
they as plain as possible. It almost 
looked as if, had he been a flapper, ne 
would not have been—maybe had a 
long skirt, long hair, black stockings 
and white handkerchief, who knows. 

He did wear a good coat ot tan, as 
did his brother George, who was 
dressed about the same, except he 
had tan oxfords.'

Wish he had riaden 
into the stampede grounds on a row 
pony with proper togs. A lot ot lolks 
like to say: “He has been here orten. 
I have never seen him. I would not 
go across the street to see him.” I’ll 
bet all these same people would not 
mind being invited to lunch wltn mm, 
or have him danee with their daugh¬ 
ter if they had one. 

He is all right for the chance ne nas 
had, and you have to see him to real¬ 
ly know it. 

There were two couples in the stand 
just ahead of me, and one q r them 
asked when. we held our stampede, 
snd when toid on July 11th tms year, 
said it was over and they would not 
get to see it. 

I knew then they must have coma 
a long way to be ignorant ol our af¬ 
fairs, and no doubt from the States. 
I asked them, and they sard they 
were from over there. I also round 
out that they knew a guy down mere 
that I knew, and one of them knew 
aa uncle I had before he died. One 
of these chaps was either in love or 
thought he was. 

Groups of citizens of Vulcan assembled 
here and there just before five o’clock on 
Wednesday .afternoon, being called by 
the first to see it, to witness a cyclone 
which .was,quite discernable east of the 
town. It iiad quite the proper form and 
was twisting in true fashion. A tele¬ 
phone message at the time from Mr. J. 
Munson announced that the cyclone was 
above his premises. No report hat been 
received of damage done.

Comparatively lit¬ 
tle damage has been occasioned here 
in this respect so far and severe frost 
is the only apprehension now felt 
that might be injurious. _

'Work is progres¬ 
sing on rural lines Fadiating from 
Vulcan, which will link the farms in 
the neighboring district with power 
generated at Kananaskis Falls ami 
Kirkcaldy and Champion will next be 
lined in with the current. The net¬ 
work of high power transmission lines 
of the company, which are spreading 
throughout the district south of Cal¬ 
gary. now consist of 175 miles of rurpl 
lines carrying 12,000 volts. These 
may be used later to carry 55,000 
volts. The transmission lines of the 
company now in operation total 364 
miles.

PREMIER BALDWIN 


The people of Alberta were indeed 
fortunate in being able to hear the 
Right Hon. Stanley Baldwin, Prime 
Minister of Great ’Britain, deliver an 
address at Calgary on Friday last, 
which was broadcasted and heard 
clearly by many thousands of inter¬ 
ested people throughout the prairie 
provinces and across the line and 
those who were thus privileged to 
hear him, were impressed with his 
sincerity and stability. Mr. Baldwin 
in his address dealt with the import¬ 
ance and dignity of agriculture, the 
most primary o|f all occupations and 
he made feeling d eference to the trials 
and tribulations of the pioneers of 
this land and he urged that the mem¬ 
ory of those men and women who 
blazed the trail on the prairies, should 
always be cherished by those who 
come after. He paid his tribute ti 
Canadian progressiveness along farm¬ 
ing and livestock endeavors and de¬ 
clared that Great Britain owed many 
valuable suggestions to these men. 
Listening to him over the radio, his 
words appeared straightforward and 
to the point. His enunciation was 
such that each word came over ttie 
ether with clearness and with a musi¬ 
cal touch. He was given a great ova 
tion at the public meeting which nc 
addressed at Calgary but greater uy 
far was the ovation tendered him by 
the thousands who sat silently in 
their hornet and listened to his mes. 
sage.* Premier Baldwin was evident¬ 
ly impressed with tjie magnitlcient 
potentialities of Western Canada and 
of its loyalty to British institutions 
and to the Crown. The people of 
Canada were honored by his com mg 
here during his term of office and »t a 
great sacrifice of time, but it may fie 
that this has been compensated by the 
intimate knowledge he has nor’- ac¬ 
quired of this portion of the British 
Empire. 


BROADWAY VS. MAIN STREET 


The battle between "Main Street” 
and •'Broadway” still wages. it is 
the eternal war. Unlike other con- 
flicts it is frie of casualties, mir uke 
all others it benefits neither belliger¬ 
ent.

Now some one snould 
write a book called “Broadway” and 
show that cities have always been 
centers of ignorance, destitution, 
crime: a little more culture rn spots, 
but a general average below “Main 
Street.” Howe lives on “Main Street” 
so is prejudiced in favor of "Main 
Street.” Sinclair Lewis,’ H. L. Men¬ 
cken, George Bernard Shaw and the 
other spokesmen for the urbanites 
live on “Broadway,” so they arc pre¬ 
judiced in favor of “Broadway.” Are 
there no true cosmopolitans in this 
worid who can see some good and 
some bad in both city and country V 
An armistice will be declared in this 
quarrel between the ‘‘country rube’ 1 
and the “city boob” when there are 
enough people who have traveteo sun. 
ficiently and are intelligent enough tin 
,know that poverty, crime, intolerance 
and ignorance are found wherever 
there are humathbeings. 


EVOLUTION OF HIKING 


One of the tilings that take the joy 
out of motoring is the hop-hiker, 
whose number is legion, having mul¬ 
tiplied like the Japanese beetle in. the 
last five years. And right now, while 
the .vacation and touring season is in 
full swing, he seems unusually nu¬ 
merous and pestiferous. These un¬ 
mounted gentry of the open road are 
abroad not to walk but to ride, and 
a goodly proportion of them have 
argued themselves into the belief that 
they have an inalienable right to the 
vacant seat in the first automobile to 
pass. No doubt there are thoughtful, 
considerate and grateful gentlemen 
among them who realize that they are 
beggars for something far more costly 
than a crust of bread or old clothes 
Tbey-rtCFe content to hoof it until 
caught up with a by a driver hungry 
for company or just naturally ger^_ 
erous. The lot of the thumb-pointing 
ride-beggars who are welcome in mosjj 
cars with spare seating space is made 
harder by those having the effrontery 
and impudence to insult motorists who 
refuse them a “lift,” and by murder¬ 
ers who rob and slay those with com¬ 
passion enough to give them free 
transportation. Hop-hikers having 
the appearance of respectability and 
honesty have little difficulty in “seeing 
the country” with transportation paid 
bv somebody else. And, judging from 
the number of pennant-bearers en¬ 
countered on the highway on week¬ 
ends during football season, college 
students miss no games away from 
home and spend no money on carfare.

NO SHORT CUTS TO SUCCESS 


Lillian Gish, famous screen actress, 
recently made the remark that it 
takes ten years of hard work to build 
up a large following and to make 
people demand a name or face in the 
films. She speaks from personal ex¬ 
perience and from a knowledge of 
the experience of other screen folk. 
Here is a situation not limited alone 
to movie stars. Doctors and lawyers 
frequently justify their fees bv the 
years they spent in study and in build¬ 
ing up a paying practice. Tt is not 
only in fiction and the movies that 
voung artists starve in attics. Henry 
Ford struggled along for years before 
Dame Fortune favored him. And his 
experience has been that of the foun¬ 
ders oT most of the country’s great 
industries. Successful merchants of¬ 
ten attribute their business achieve¬ 
ments to early years of struggle iust 
one jump ahead of the sheriff. Their 
businesses rest on solid foundations 
laid by years of hard work and exten¬ 
sive advertising. Stores and other 
business enterprises do not win pub¬ 
lic confidence ami widespread patron¬ 
age by lottery. The larger, rewards 
of screen stars, professional men and 
successful busines men are vindicated 
by the years of self-sacrificing toil ex. 
pended by winning them. Part of 
their income is back-pay. Many in¬ 
dividuals and business enterprises fail 
today because they are unwilling to 
pass through that formative period 
of hard knocks and hard work. The 
world wasn’t built in a day, and great 
careers and monumental commercial 
enterprises are not produced by the 
wave of a wand. 


Through the efforts of the Calgary 
Daily Herald and Edmonton Journal, 
thousands of i>cople scattered over the 
province heard clearly and distinctly 
the splendid address of Premier Bald¬ 
win and the Prince of Wales was also 
heard with pleasure over the radio, 
the broadcasting being done by The 
Calgary Herald.

Probably everybody at one time or 
another has mailed an order to an 
out-of-town concern, but how many 
have ever stopped to think what that 
would be less trading with mail order 
order meant? Not many, or there 
houses and other “foreign” firms. Do 
you know that every dollar spent out 
of town is gone forever? Do you 
know that every dollar spent in your 
own community makes it more pros¬ 
perous, gives it a chance to grow, and 
helps mate Vulcan a better place in 
which to work and play and live? 
Large cities offer inducements for mail 
order businesses to establish plants 
there because they concentrate, in the 
communities in which they operate, 
millions of dollars received from cus¬ 
tomers in other cities, towns and ru¬ 
ral sections. If mail order money is 
needed by the large city it can do 
much more good in the smaller com¬ 
munity from which it’ issues. A few 
hundred dollars spent at home makes 
a larger ripple in the pool of business 
than as many thousands of dollars can 
make in the great metropolis. Why 
are so many'people blind to the good 
their money does when spent in Vul¬ 
can stores ? Tt furnishes employment, 
makes those same stores more useful 
to them, helps pay for civic improve¬ 
ments and better schools, aniLjjvother 
routes finds its <ay back to the 
spender. And is not the lure of the 
mail order catalogue explained by the 
saying, “Distance lends echantment?” 
As for mail order economies, they ex¬ 
ist only in the mind. 


NEWSPAPER LAW 


Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard¬ 
ing same: 

1. A postmaster is required to 
give NOTICE BY LETTER (return¬ 
ing the paper does not answer the 
laws), if the subscriber does not take 
the paper out of the office and states 
the reasofi for its not being taken.^ 

Any neglect to do so makes the post 
master ^responsible to the publisher 
for payment. 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears, 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and couect 
the whole amount, whether the paper 
is taken from the office or not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
payment is made. 

3. Any person who take’s a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether he 
has subscribed or not is responsible 
for payment. 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped at a certain time and the pub¬ 
lisher continues to send it, the sub¬ 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This 
follows the sound principle that a 
man must pay for what he uses. 


NOTES AND COMMENTS 


Under the Tax Recovery Act, sales 
of land will be held in Strathmore and 
Lacombe on September 17. Other 
sales affecting several of the smaller 
municipalities in the province are >*e- 
ing arranged by the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment, but where possible they will 
be left over until the first returns 
from the present crop have been re¬ 
ceived. Tt is believed that these sates 
will greatly reduce the tax arrears in 
many localities.

“Fisheries, manufactures and lum¬ 
ber and minerals are alU&mportant 
and increasingly important, but the 
backbone of the country is and must 
be the man who is the backbone of the 
world, the man who sows and the man 
who reaps.” 

‘There is one activity of yours to 
which we owe a great deal in Great 
Britain. I mean the women’s rural in¬ 
stitutes. They originated in Ontario, 
and I am told they have done a great 
work in Alberta. Now then we have 
paid you the compliment of copying 
you.” 

“Governments come and govern¬ 
ments go, and politics come and poli¬ 
tics go. But man is more than gov¬ 
ernments, and more than constitu¬ 
tions. You. have in this great west as 
was told me, and I think in both those 
addresses, means of material prosper¬ 
ity. You have many races from which 
you can extract the best that each has 
to give you. 

“Y'ou have peace-loving peoples and 
you have the adventurous souls who 
push out beyond the edge of beyond. 
But common to all these, and common 
to all the races making tip your great 
population, common to them all, is the 
enduring Kindness and courage in the 
heart of man. In spite of wars, in 
spite of misunderstandings, the spirit 
of brotherhood is growing with the 
years ' 

•‘But I find by racial selfishness, by 
self interest, it may be arrested, but 
yet it increases as 60 years of your 
federation have abundantly proved. 
It increases day by day with the know 
ledge that unity of strength and co¬ 
operation and good-will will inevitab¬ 
ly bring in their train prosperity and 
peace.”

Through a mishap to their automo¬ 
bile the Contingent of ClareshoTm vet¬ 
erans arrived too late for the parade 
on Sunday and were naturally very 
disappointed at their failure to be 
present. They came to High River on 
Wednesday. 

After personally greeting 101 vet¬ 
erans, the Prince of Wales turned and 
facipg them, expressed his regrets at 
disappointing them on the occasion of 
his arrival on Wednesday. He said: 
“I am so pleased to see such a large 
turn out of veterans. It’s good of 
you. Am sorry for Wednesday's dis¬ 
appointment.” To which Major Scott 
replied “Forget it Your Royal High¬ 
ness” and the reply came promntly, 
“Thanks, it’s forgotten.”

“There we found border police on 
patrol and to escape them had to 1 
swim 'a river. After reaching Dutch 
soil we travelled ten kilometers and j 
came to a town, where we were im- j 
mediately arrested. We were returned ! 
to Belgium but not handed over to the 1 
police, and managed to make our way i 
back into Holland again. We reached , 
the town of Dorp and were again ar¬ 
rested and returned across the Belgian j 
border. Again we crossed to Holland, i 
this time reaching the border on our | 
hands and knees at night, and hoping | 
to cross Holland to Germany. We | 
got within 30 kilometers of that coun- | 
try when we were again caught and > 
taken before the Burgomaster at < 
Bamstadt. He took an interest in ‘ 
our story, provided us with boots and j 
socks, both of which we were without, 
and finally tent us on to Cologne. 
There I went to the British Consul, , 
who, after a lengthy "interview, gave 
me train fare as far as Hamburg. 
There I vis’ted another consul official 
who said: ‘Well, you appear to have 
walked all across Belgium; I would 
suggest you walk back again.’ 

“I then went to the city police, who 
gave me a passport allowing me to 
stay in the city for six days, and ad¬ 
vising the Consul that he must get 
me out of Germany within that per¬ 
iod. At the end of five days 1 was 
called and told T was to be -placed 
aboard a British ship sailing for Can- 1 
ada. When I got on the boat I found 


she was .sailing to North Shields, Eng- ! 
land, thence to Buenos Aires and then [ 
back to' Hamburg. In spite of the 
captain’s threat to put me in irons for 
attempting desertion, 1 managed, to 
escape from the ship at North Shields 
—broke—and by subsisting on bread 
and chese, tramped my way back to 
London, 280 miles, in two weeks. At 
the end of that walk 1 was again ar¬ 
rested by London police and sent to. a 
workhouse, where the condition of my 
feet and legs was such that a doctor 
ordered me kept in bed for a week 
before I was allowed to visit Canada 
House. 

“When I finally reached Canada 
House 1 was told that nothing could 
be done for me. 1 finally got them 
to cable my people, but at the end of 
a week was told there was no reply 
to the cable. Another week later T 
was taken ill with diphtheria and ton- 
silitis and sent to a h ospital for two 
weeks and then back to the workhouse 
to recuperate. When I returned to 
Canada House T found a cable wait¬ 
ing which established my identity, but 
I was informed that there were no 
funds to take care of stranded sea¬ 
men and they could not help me. 
One ^of the secretaries did, however, 
give me two shillings to keep me go¬ 
ing until there was rt reply to a cable 
they bad sent asking Ottawa to re¬ 
patriate me. I was still in part of 
the rags of prison clothing 1 had 
worn when escaping from Hoogsraten, 
and T was moved from the work- 
house to another place. After three 
days, Ottawa cabled that I was to be 
repatriated and the High Commis¬ 
sioner’s Office then provided me with 
a pair of pants and jacket, second 
hand; and informed me that T was to 
be returned to Canada oti a passenger 
ship. An ex-Canadiap soldier who 
was staying at the same place gave 
me shoes and socks and a shirt, and 
later I learned that I was to return to 
Canada on the ,S..S. Ausonia, under 
the Immigration Act. and that I would 
he expected to refund the passage 
money. 

“On July 23rd 1 embarked on the 
Ausonia at Southampton and arrived 
at Quebec on July 31st. There 1 
was met by R. B. Maxwell, of the 
Colonization Dept., Canadian National 
Railways, who fixed me up at the 
Salvation Army hostel for the night, 
and next morning, with others in the 
office, provided enough funds to buy 
my food and bring me to Montreal, 
with a letter to E. J. Sauve of the 
Colonization Dept, there. Arriving in 
Montreal I went to Mr. Sauve’s office 
and was immediately offered a farm 
job at Lacolle, Que.—and Pm going 
there on the first train for it looks 
like a mighty good chance to re¬ 
establish myself after the kicking 
around I have had since December 
lffth last. 

“And my case is not a solitary one. 
In the prison at-Hoogstracten there 
were three CanadMrrrr-with birth cer¬ 
tificates and discharges, all held be¬ 
cause they have not proper passports

Notice to Ratepayers 

In accordance with the terms of the Municipal Hospitals Act, peti¬ 
tions were received by the Minister of Health at Edmonton, asking ror 
the creation of a Municipal Hospital District including the territory 
described below. 

Complying with these petitions, the Minister of Health established 
the Municipal Hospital District on June 21st, 1027. Following the es¬ 
tablishment of the District, the Municipal Councils in the said District, 
in accordance with the terms of the Act, duly appointed a Hospital 
Board to prepare a scheme for the building and operating or a Muni¬ 
cipal Hospital in the said District. 

The Hospital Board met and prepared the scheme outlined below. 
This scheme is now, under the direction of the Minister of Health, to 
be advertised throughout the said District for a period of fourteen days 
following which, providing all other conditions have been complied 
with, the scheme will be finally approved by the Minister of Health. 
Section 22 of the Municipal Hospitals Act provides:- ’ ' 

“After approval, the Minister shall fix the date for the taking of a 
poll for the purpose of obtaining a ratification or rejection of the es¬ 
tablishment of the District or of the scheme, and shall appoint a re¬ 
turning officer, who shall divide the hospital district into polling divis¬ 
ions and name a polling place in each division and appoint the time 
and place, when and where the returning officers shall sum up the 
votes given for and against the scheme.” 

Section 26 of the said Act provides:- 

“The establishment of a district shall be deemed to be ratified if it 
is approved by a majority of the voters voting thereon, but no scheme 
shall be adopted unless it is approved by two-thirds of the voters vot¬ 
ing thereon:”

THE TOWN OF VULCAN. 

The basis of the scheme is as follows: 

1. To accept a free site at or near the Town of Vulcan subject to the 
approval of the Minister of Health. 

2. To erect a Municipal Hospital and to eauip same with an operating 
room and all necessary appliances including X-ray. 

3. To supplement the revenue derived by taxation by a schedule of 
fees as under: 

(a) To all persons liable for Hospital taxes under any Municipal 
Act, dependent members of his or her family and female domestic 
help $1.00 per Hospital day. ’

NEW FORD CAR 


Final Testing Stage Reached—Record 

Production to Start in Near Future, 

Edsel Announces—Attains Speed of 

65 Miles Per Hour, Rides Easily at 

50. 

Definite assurance that the “new 
Ford automobile is now an accom¬ 
plished fact” was made yesterday in 
the following official announcement by 
Edsel B. Ford: 

“The new Ford automobile is now 
an accomplished fact. The engineer¬ 
ing problems affecting its design and 
equipment and affecting also its man¬ 
ufacture have all been solved. 

“But before a single oar of the new- 
type is offered for sale to the public 
each part will have been tested under 
every, condition which we have been 
able to discover in more than 20 
years of building automobiles for use 
all over the world. 

“We know now exactly what this 
new car is. We have built a number 
of these cars and they have been per¬ 
forming even better than we had 
hoped for under a variety of con¬ 
ditions. 

“We know- also w-hat is needed as 
to personnel and factory equipment in 
order to produce these new’ Ford cars 
in greater numbers than any manu¬ 
facturer has ever attempted before. 
The work of retooling our plants 
throughout the country to prepare for 
the heaviest production schedule we 
have ever undertaken, is now’ nearly 
complete. 

“But we realize that any new auto¬ 
mobile that is to gain and hold public 
esteem today, whether it shall sell for 
$500 or $10,000, must perform exactly 
as it is designed to perform. No 
automobile manufacturer, in this day 
and time, should allow the public to 
do his testing and proving' for him. 
The Ford Motor company cannot af¬ 
ford to permit the automobile user 
to discover imperfections in these new 
models. 

“We haven’t discovered any faults 
in the finished new Ford car, but we 
are taking nothing for granted. If 
there are any faults they shall be 
found and remedied before any of the 
cars are offered for sale. 

“When the Model T Ford car was 
designed more than 20 years ago, no 
one could foresee the wide variety of 
conditions under which it would oper¬ 
ate. It did not occur to us that that 
automobile w’ould be expected to per¬ 
form as satisfactorily in Alaska as 
in South Africa. We knew little about 
the varying effects of climatic con¬ 
ditions in Boston and in Colon, upon 
automobile motors and other equip¬ 
ment. We had yet to discover that 
carburetion at sea level presented one 
definite problem, while carburetion at 
very high altitudes presented an en¬ 
tirely different problem. 

“Many of these difficulties were first 
brought to light by people who had 
bought our cars and used them under 
Jhose diverse conditions. These people 
"put their cars to tests which we could 
not have foreseen and could not have 
duplicated in that day. We had to 
remedy fault's as they were discovered' 
by the car owners in actual use. 

“But 20‘years of manufacture have 
taught ds that the only good auto¬ 
mobile is the automobile which will do 
what it is designed to do w'herever it 
is put to work. The experience of 
those 20 years has taught us also that 
the public of today knows more about 
automobiles than ever before and ex¬ 
pects more of them. 

“The building and testing of these 
first new cars is costing millions of 
dollars. But it will give us the com¬ 
plete assurance that we are offering 
the public a car tested and proven as 
a new car should be. 

“Some of the things we have dis¬ 
covered already in the tests of these 
new cars are interesting. 

“We have accomplished with them 
a speed of 65 miles per hour—which 
is slightly higher than we expected. 

“We have found that they can be 
driven for hours at an average speed 
of more than 50 miles per hour, with¬ 
out discomfort to driver and passen¬ 
gers and without harm to motor and 
other equipment. 

“In a recent test one of these new 
cars was driven 110 miles in two 
hours. During the first half-hour the 
car travelled' 27 miles. The car cov¬ 
ered exactly 56.1 miles the first hour 
of the trip. w 

“The test was made over average 
road condifions. Part of the route 
lay through level country and part 
through hill'country-where the roads 
were steep and winding. The day on 
which the test was made was some¬ 
what warmer than the average sum¬ 
mer day in this part of the country, 
but the motor as not overheated dur¬ 
ing the run and examination of the 
motor at the conclusion of the run dis¬ 
closed no ill effects. The car con¬ 
sumed less gasoline and oil during the 
test than any of our previous models 
we have put to similar tests. The 
ignition, cooling and carburetion sys¬ 
tems performed perfectly throughout 
the trip. 

“We have tested this new car for 
getaway and pickup with many other 
types of automobiles qnd have found 
that it surpasses all of them with one 
exception in quick starting and accel¬ 
eration. The tests already made show 
that it is faster, smoother, more 
rugged and more flexible than we had 
hoped for in the early stages of de¬ 
signing. 

“We have known from the begin¬ 
ning that this new Ford would he a 
handsome car. Experiments have 
been made with a wide variety of color 
schemes and body designs and all 
these have been decided upon. 

“When this car is formally intro¬ 
duced within the next few weeks, we 
shall be able to say that it is the best 
and most moderate priced automobile 
w r e know how to build.”

OIL PRODUCTION 

The Year’s Production of Oil in Can¬ 
ada Would Only Last One Week. 

More Wells Needed 

If Canada had to rely upon her own 
production of oil her entire supplies 
for the year would last her about a’i 
days. This fact is revealed from gov¬ 
ernment statistics now being compiled 
in Ottawa, says the Calgary Herald. 
It also proves that an immense neld 
for the marketing of oil lies open to 
Canadian right at home. 

According to an official report on 
oil production issued by the depart¬ 
ment of- mines the production of Can¬ 
ada’s oil fields for the fiscal year 1926 
(which ended on March 31, 1927) 
amounted to 354,067 barrels, or 12,- 
392,515 gallons. Canada’s importa¬ 
tion of petroleum, exclusive of petrol¬ 
eum products as paraffin, vaseline, 
axle grease and so forth, amounted to 
701,500,000 gallons. To sitnplity tne 
figures, the proportion of the produc¬ 
tion to the importation is in the ratio 
of about 12 to 701. 

Since the figures .for these statistics 
were compiled, several wells, includ¬ 
ing Dalhousie No. 6, in Turner Val¬ 
ley, have been brought into production 
and in a recent survey- made it was 
brought out that 41,846 barrels of 
crude oil and naptha was being pro¬ 
duced each month'. Figures for the 
year were not available, but at this 
rate Turner Valley wells would pro- ' 
i di)ce 502)452 barrels pertye&r. The 
production figure given in’ the official 
rfeport on Turner Valley for 1926 was 
217,088 barrels.- It is evident, there¬ 
fore that the production in Turner 
Valley has increased more than 100 
per cent, this year. 

The official report also stated that 
Royalite No. 4 which produced at the 
rate of more than 600 barrels per day 
in 1926 was producing more paptha 
than the total of all the other two 
thousand odd producing wells in Can¬ 
ada. Even with its splendid produc¬ 
tion many more wells such as Royal¬ 
ite No. 4 would be needed to meet 
Canada’s demands. 

The importation of paraffin, vase¬ 
line, axle greace and so forth, which 
is not included in the figure for the 
importation of petroleum, was valued 
at $1,150,000. Of the 701,500,000 gal¬ 
lons of petroleum imported, 589,377,- 
795 gallons, or about six-sevenths of 
it came frdm the United States and 
other countries sent 88,598,465 gallons 

Coal oil to the extent of 4,991,368 
gallons was imported from the Uni¬ 
ted States. 

Refined gasoline from the United 
States totalled 87,549,327 gallons. 
Lubricating oils from the United 
States totalled 10,707,116 gallons as 
compared with 115,393 gallons from 
Great Britain. Or in other words the 
United States supplied Canada with 
more than 90 per cent of the lubricat¬ 
ing oils imported. 

The production report from Ulinols- 
Alberta No 1 states that the capacity 
of this well, which i.s producing natur¬ 
al gasoline, continues to average 
about 82 barrels per day, the actual 
production varying slightly from a 
maximum of about 87 to 83 barrels. 

With about 3,300 gallons of crude 
filling the storage tanks at McDougall 
Segur No. 1 and the hauling crews 
finding difficulty in getting the oil 
away because of the condition of the 
roads, pumping at this well has been 
stopped for a day or so. The well is 
producing about 1,800 barrels per 
month. 

A pipe line has been completed 
f rom the McLeod No. 3 well to the 
Turner Valley plant of the Royalite 
Company and is being used to tap the 
production from the new well. 

McLeod Oil Well No. 1 is being 
deepened below the 2400 foot level 
where it is no\v producing about 9 or 
10 barrels of crude oil per day. 

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

E. H. Gary, head of the United 
States Steel Corporation died in New 
York on August 15. 

Hanna’s mill rate for 1927 has been 
set at 86: hospital 9, school 45, sup¬ 
plementary revenue 2, general muni¬ 
cipal 30. 

Six-year old Mary awoke at two 
o’clock in the morning. ‘Tell me a 
story, mama,” she pleaded. “Hush, 
dear,” said the mother, “daddy will be 
"in soon and tell us both one.” 

The Calgary Power Cotfipany has 
completed the electric lino to Brant 
and a continuous service is now es¬ 
tablished which is very much appreci¬ 
ated by the citizens generally. A 
number of street lights have been in¬ 
stalled and the village is now brightly 
illuminated at night time. ' 

The Earl of Minto has recently been 
selling off his pure-bred cattle in or¬ 
der to devote his attention to sheep¬ 
raising. There are already i,i»no 
sheep on the property and more will 
be added from time to time. 

Alberta’s honey crop this season 
promises to he in the neighborhood of 
300 tons, according to reports lrom 
the southern part of the province 
where this industry is steadily gain¬ 
ing in importance. Apiaries at Coal- 
dale have shipped their first carload 
of honey to Calgary and further ship¬ 
ments will be made to Edmonton." A 
new extracting plant, the largest in 
Canada, has been installed at the Kei- 
del headquarters at Coaldale and is op 
erating steadily. Warm weather and 
a wealth of sweet clover and alfalfa 
bloom are combining to give the bee 
men the best harvest on record ami 
Alberta is exected for the first rune 
to supply its honey needs from wttfl- 
in the province. 

Four new road grading contracts 
have been awarded by the Department 
of Public Works to cover the balance 
of the work mapped out for the sea¬ 
son in the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince. Seven miles on the Drumheller- 
Munson road will be graded by Fred 
Mannix, while two sections of the 
Macleod-Montana road forming links 
in the Trunk line north and south 
from Edmonton to the International 
boundary have been awarded as lol- 
lows: Macleod to Standoff, Ih'^j 

miles, to W. A. Forman of l’rovust; I 
and Standoff to Cardston, 23 miles 
through the Blood Indian Reserve, to 
Russell and McLeod, Lethbridge. Kiev 
on miles between Waterton Lakes and 
Mountain View, the first half of the 
new road into the Waterton Park area 
will be graded by the Commerqpil Car¬ 
tage Co. of Calgary. This road will 
follow a revised rbute across the 
southwestern part of the province, 
using- the original trail for some miles 
and in other places following easier 
grades to reach the same point.

For some weeks past the Calgary 
Power Company Limited has been (re¬ 
layed in its construction operations in 
the vicinity of Clarosholm by the re¬ 
fusal of a number of land owners td 
grant voluntary easements across 
their lands.

The Minister withheld' 
his approval for some time with a! 
view to thoroughly investigating trie 
situation and also in the hope tnat' 
the matter might be amicably ar¬ 
ranged by the Company and t»,e own¬ 
ers. On Tuesday of this week Messrs 
Hallachey, Burnet & Spankie woo 
have been acting as the Company’s 
solicitors received advice by wire from 
i their Ottawa agents to the effect that 
j the disputed plans have now been 
signed by the Minister. The Water 
Powers Act provides tftat upon tlie 
Minister’s approval being obtained the j 
j Company has all the powers or ex-' 
j propriation enjoyed by a railway com¬ 
pany under The Railway Act and it is 
understood that the Company will 
now proceed to exercise those powers. 
In fact in respect of one ptan pre¬ 
viously approved by th« Minister, tne 
Comjtany has already secureit War¬ 
rants from the District Court Judge 
at Macleod instructing the Sheriff to 
'put down all opposition to their con-| 
struction work. This dispute nas 
been followed with a great deal of In-1 
terest by thy owners of lands In the i 
district to which the Company's r»gnt 
of way has already been constructed, 
many of whom granted easements up¬ 
on the understanding that the Minis¬ 
ter would approve the plans, as ne 
has done in the Claresholm district, 
and that there’was therefore notmng 
to he gained by opposing the Com¬ 
pany in its development program. The 
final result indicates that the owners 
were justified in this conclusion. The [ 
objecting owners in the Claresholm ■ 
district have accomplished nothing ex-j 
cept the causing of a great deal of 
inconvenience and expensy to tne 
Company. 

HORSES FOR RUSSIA 

Russian Commission Have Commenc¬ 
ed Work of Buying Second Ship 
ment of Alberta Horses 

The next shipment of horses irom 
Alberta to Russia will take place 
about September 8. Meanwhile, S. S. 
Carlyle, provincial livestock commis¬ 
sioner and J. M, Dillon representing 
the federal government in Alberta, 
met the Russian purchasing commis¬ 
sion at Calgary on Friday and the 
hope was expressed that between 1200 
to 1 100 head would he purchased in 
this province. The inspection of hor¬ 
ses commenced at High River, Mil- 
larville and Priddis on Monday and 
will no doubt take in the Bar U cor¬ 
rals and other places on Willow Creek 
Another commission will start from 
Bassano and work up the Bow River 
east to Brooks and back along the 
Red Deer river. These two routes are 
contingent upon a report received 
from Mr. Sex.smith as to whether 
there will be sufficient horses at the 
plureg mentioned or not to make it 
worth while. Particular attention is 
Slrawn To the class of horses wanted, 
and it is pointed out that it is useless 
for the owners to try to “put any¬ 
thing over” on the commission, as ns 
members are expert horsemen. The 
contract calls for horses from three to 
seven years, inclusive. The height, if 
the horse has reached five years or 
more, must be 15 hands or over. Mor¬ 
ses three to four years will be accep¬ 
ted as low as 11.2 hands. The horses 
must be sound of limb with no blem¬ 
ishes. The commission will accept at 
least 50 per cent mares and more ir 
it can get them. The commission will 
take wet mares, leaving the colts in 
the hands of the prospective seivrs. 
The horses at the time of inspection 
need not necessarily he halter bloke, 
but proper facilities for putting tne 
horses in a chute to measure tnem 
will be necessary. It is suggested 
that a couple of planks should be put 
on the floor of the chute in order that 
accurate measurements can be made. 

Flying Officer Shields made a non 
stop flight from Winnipeg- to High 
River today. He made the trip with¬ 
out mishap in the -»ace of 8 hours, 20 
minutes. The distance from Winni¬ 
peg to High River is 850 miles. 

The 'Calgary Gas Go. are neanng 
the completion of laying their mains 
in the town, all outlying streets hav¬ 
ing been finished and the crews now 
working on the main business streets.

Savings deposits in Canada nave 
been steadily rising and recentry 
touched the new high mark of $1,389,- 
609,000. 

Premier Brownlee who has been ov¬ 
er in England in behalf of the prov¬ 
ince is on his way home after a very* 
satisfactory trip. 

John Ogden Armor, Chicago packer 
and capitalist, died in London, Eng¬ 
land, from heart failure on August 
16, aged 64 years. 

The Ford Motor Co., notwithstand¬ 
ing their new cars, are as yet a secret 
in models and changes of construc¬ 
tion, have received orders for over a 
quarter of a million cars, unsight and 
unseen. The people evidently have 
much confidence in the ability and in¬ 
tegrity of Henry. 

Recent tabulations of financial sta¬ 
tistics show that the United States 
has more than $13,000,000,000 Invest¬ 
ed in other countries. Canada stands 
first on the list as the biggest user of 
American capital. More than $2,o00,- 
000,000 of American money is invest¬ 
ed in this country, which far exceeds 
that total American investmeig in 
Europe. 

The pulp industry possibilities in 
the province of Alberta is being now 
studied where it is estimated to con¬ 
tain about 21,000,000 feet of saw tim 
her. Altogether the prairie provinces 
contain about 8,000,000 acres of com¬ 
mercial timber lands, and there afe 
in addition large reserves of pulp- 
wood upon which no really accurate 
estimate has been made. 

Making a perfect landing at Wheel¬ 
er Field, Honolulu, the big monoplane 
Woolaro, piloted by Art Goebel, of 
Holy wood, Calif., landed at 12:33 af¬ 
ter being in the air 26 hours and 17 
minutes during which time he flew a 
distance of 2400 miles and won a 
purse of $25,000. Two hours later, 
Martin Jensen steered his big “Aloha” 
plane to a safe landing, his time Be¬ 
ing 28 hours and 16 minutes. It was 
a great flight. 

J. F. Casteel handea us a copy of 
the Decatur Review which gives an 
account of a hail storm that swept 
over a portion of country near hum- 
van doing hundreds of thousands 
worth of damage.to crops. It covered 
a territory of something like 60 
square miles in which practically all 
the corn was ruined and window and, 
roof destruction was heavy. Hail 
the size of from a marble to nen-s 
eggs fell for about 30 minutes. Tnls 
is a most unusual ocurence for Illin¬ 
ois and only goes to show that tne 
season of 1927 is a most erractic one 
all over the American continent. 

The London Morning Post in an ed-t 
torial approves of Premier Baldwin’s 
speech at Calgary with reference to 
immigration to Canada when he de¬ 
clared that “Canada was capable of 
supporting tens of millions of; popu¬ 
lation. In the old country there were 
willing hands. I want to bring the 
empty spaces a,nd the willing hands 
together.” To which the Post adds 
this has long been a vague and fitful 
aspiration but never yet has there 
been a definite and earnest policy 
commanding steady thought ana sys¬ 
tematic contrivance in connection 
therewith. The subject of mlgrauon, 
the Post says, has been dealt with like 
some worthy charitable enterprise 
that with a blessing and subscription 
could be left to fulfill in its own way. 

Rod Macleay, the well-known mgh 
River rancher, recently sold 225 car¬ 
loads of steers to a purchaser in Ida¬ 
ho, for which he received a fair price, 
says the Albertan. These steers will 
be shipped to the feed lots of Idaho 
and after fattening to some extent 
they will be shipped further sout* to 
the corn lots of Iowa for finishing be¬ 
fore being put on the Chicago market. 
Sometimes the impression gets abroad 
that there are no more real ranchers 
in Alberta. But this is not the case. 
Mr. Macleay has 26,000 acres of deed¬ 
ed land, in addition to extensive leas¬ 
es and forest reserves. He purchases 
for his ranch 60 tons of salt per year. - 
Herds with a dozen bulls are some¬ 
times considered fair-sized -herds. The 
size of Mr. Macleay’s herd may be 
judged from the fact that it is headed 
by .'136 hulls at the herd headquarters 
on Mosquito Creek south-west of High 
River. The herds roam on the Red 
Deer and Mule Creek, Saskatchewan 
also. 

The farmers of Western Canada ' 
who sold their wheat through the 
Wheat Pool were paid recentry an In¬ 
terim payment of $27,000,000 by tne 
Wheat Ppol which sold then- grain 
last year. This money was crrcuiaied 
at a time when farmers were about to 
commence their harvest operations 
and when they are generally short of 
cash. The above illstrates effectively 
the value of the Wheat Pool to the 
farmer. The editor of the Petrolia 
Topic commenting thereon says: The 
pool has already made two other In¬ 
terim payments, one last autumn 
when the wheat was delivered and an¬ 
other early in the adtumn when tne 
final returns have been estimated. It 
is probable that the first payment was 
about as much as the farmers would 
have received altogether for tneir 
wheat under the old conditions so that 
the threg other payments distributed 
through the year are just that much 
extra,. , 


Cutting of winter wheat has begun 
at Granum. 

The spaciouness of the West was 
emphasized when Premier Baldwin at 
the Calgary meeting spoke to prov¬ 
inces and the Western States tmougn 
the medium of the radio. 

The work of the different gangs in 
£onnection with the construction ot 
the Calgary Power Co’s lines through 
the various towns has called lot con¬ 
siderable admiration from citizens 
who are pleased with the exhibition ol 
efficiency displayed on all sides. 

What with the Prince coming, Odd¬ 
fellows’ picnic and Okotok’s fair, the 
baseball game at Blackie lost a num¬ 
ber of onlookers, nevertheless tnere 
was a good turn-out of spectators, tn 
the first game Glenview scored t and 
Nanton 12; second game Blackie 8, 
Vulcan 4; final game Blackie 7, Nan- 
ton 9. Nanton winning first pi»/.e of 
$75.00. 

Construction of the first commercial 
fish hatchery in Alberta will be start¬ 
ed in September, announces K. T. 
Rodd, Dominion fisheries inspector. 
This will be located at the moutn of 
Canyon Creek, two miles west ot 
Widewater on the E.D. and B.C. rail¬ 
way, on the south shore of Lesser 
Slave Lake. It is estimated that 100 - 
000,000 whitefish will be propagated 
at the hatchery every year to mavn- 
tain an undiminished supply of fish 
for the many companies operating in 
the lake. 

Judging in the first annual standing 
grain competition sponsored by 'the 
Calgary Board of Trade will be start¬ 
ed by Field Crops Commissioer W. J. 
Stephen about August 16. There are 
65 entries to be judged, all located 
within a radius of 20 miles of Calgary 
and owing to the large number ol en¬ 
tries received from outside that dis¬ 
tance, it is possible that the boundar¬ 
ies will be extended next year. Tnree 
handsome trophies have been donated 
for the best fields of wheat, oats and 
bai ley -and a number of other substan¬ 
tial prizes are being offered. 

Spillers Canadian Company Limited 
will begin operations early next 
month at their new flour mill in Cal¬ 
gary, which will have a capacity of 
2,000 barrels a day to start with, ac¬ 
cording to W. A. Vernon, a director, 
just arrived. Machinery brought over 
from England has been installed in 
the mill and Mr. Vernon says the mill 
will be able to produce the highest 
class of flour that can be manufac¬ 
tured from the excellent wheats 
grown in the prairie provinces. in 
fact, he said, it should produce some¬ 
thing quite out of the ordinary. 

J. A. Kelly’s new house in the Brant 
district will be one of the most up-io- 
(iate, convenient and picturesque 
houses in Southern Alberta. Hot and 
cold water, baths and shower baths 
in the basement farm hands, two 
alcoves upstairs with open arch front 
for sleeping porches, a largoA(eran(ian 
about 12x18 with flat roof for upstair 
rooms, fruit cellar, creamery, coai cel¬ 
lar and summer kitchen are aiso in 
the basement, and electric light fur¬ 
ther adds to the beauty and comtort 
of the home.
